On July 1. 2013, at approximately 6:00 p.m., a patrol sergeant drove his
marked patrol vehicie' west on Compton Boulevard, as he responded to
a priority robbery just occurred call. The sergeant was driving without the
use of his emergency lights or siren. As the sergeant approached the
intersection of Compton Boulevard and Bullis Road, he glanced at his
Mobile Digital Computer (MDC). When the sergeant began to enter the
intersection, he loocked up and saw the traffic control light at the
intersection had turned red for his direction of travel.

Simultaneously, a 1992 Honda Accord, driven by the plaintiff, was |
traveliing north on Bullis Road and entered the intersection on a green
light, in front of the patrol vehicle,

. Aithough the sergeant applied emergency braking, he failed to stop prior
to colliding into the plaintiffs vehicle. The front of the patrol vehicie
collided with the passenger side of the plaintiffs vehicle. After being
struck, the piaintiffs vehicle coliided with a traffic signal pole and a fence
on the northeast cormner of the intersaction.

The plaintiff was transported to Saint Francis Hospital where she was
treated for complaint of pain to her neck, back, chest, and jaw. The
sergeant was not injured in the collision.

"T‘he investigaticn determined the cause of this collision was the sergeant’s inattention due to looking at
his MDC, resulting in his failure to stop for a red light {a violation of saction 21453(a] of the California
i Vehicle Code [CVC]).

of the incident.

The Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department's fraining curriculum addressed the circumstances which
occurred in the incident. Appropriate administrative action has been taken.

Since this collision, a new California vehicle code (23123.5 CVC) has been implemented that prohibits
driving while operating any electronic or wireless communications device.

Additionally, the Department has updated its policy regarding the Operation of Vehicles, to forbid use of
the Mobile Digital Computers except under certain circumstances, which are clearly identified within the
palicy,

in an effort to improve employee and public safety and reduce the risk of Department Liability, the Los
: Angeles County Sheriffs Department, Central Patral Division, {which has command over Compton
Sheriff's Station), mandated that all staticns within its command to be briefed on distracted driving, and
required 100% compliance. Compton Station has addressed the issue of distracted driving by
- conducting reguiar training on this subject matter during in-service briefings.

Each of these changes in the California State Law and Department Policy were made with the intention
on reducing collisions, including collisions as a result of distracted driving. Since these changes,
Compton Sheriff's Station's effort to reinforce these laws and policies have resulted in no traffic collisions
due to the use of the Mobile Digitat Computer or Wireless Communication Devices.

As a result of this collision, an assessment of Compton Station's traffic collisions which occurred between
January 1, 2013 and December 31, 2016 was conducted. The audit revealed the following:

| The deputy sheriff was assigned to Cerritos Station and working routine
| patrol in a one-man marked patrol vehicle in Cerritos Station's patrol area.
While running several license plates via his MDC, a hit returned to a stolen
white Acura Integra. The deputy sheriff had ran several vehicle license
plates and was not sure where the stolen vehicle was when he received
the alert. The deputy sheriff searched the area and found a white Acura
Integra in the parking lot of a nearby gas station.

Note: The deputy sheriff was aware that the gas station parking
lot was the scene of an apparent gang related fatal shooting the
day before.

The gas station parking lot is just over a jurisdictional boundary
into the neighboring city of Norwalk.

The deputy sheriff activated his overhead lights and pulled behind the
Acura as it was parked next to a gas pump. There was a man (the
| decedent) standing next to the Acura and appeared to be associated with
the vehicle. The deputy sheriff exited his patrol vehicle and approached
the vehicle and decedent.

While walking towards the decedent, the deputy sheriff asked if the car
belonged to him. The decedent responded, “It's none of your business”
and entered the driver's door of the vehicle.

The deputy sheriff approached the driver's door of the vehicle and stood
near the rear view mirror. The deputy sheriff requested radio clearance
to perform a license plate check on the Acura.

Before the deputy sheriff could voice the license plate number, the |
decedent started the Acura’s engine and used his right hand to reach into
the rear passenger seat area of the vehicle. The deputy sheriff could not |
see the decedent’s right hand as he reached into the back seat. The
deputy sheriff feared the decedent was reaching for a weapon or firearm
that could be used against him. The deputy sheriff drew his duty weapon,
pointed it at the decedent, ordered for him to stop the vehicle’s engine,
and to show his hands. The decedent refused.

The decedent put the vehicle in gear, turned the vehicle sharply to the left,
and accelerated forward. The deputy sheriff was still standing next to the
driver's door as the vehicle accelerated forward. The decedent’s turning

movement and acceleration caused the vehicle to sirike the deputy sheriff
on his left thigh and both knees.

Fearing the decedent was armed with a weapon or firearm and that the
decedent would use them against him, the deputy sheriff fired his weapon
seven times at the decedent.

Approximately 28 feet from the gas pump, the Acura drove over a curb
and collided with a brick wall that displayed the gas station iogo and gas
prices.

The deputy sheriff removed the decedent from the driver's seat and found
the decedent in need of medical treatment. The deputy sheriff used his
portable radio to nofify dispatch he was invelved in a shooting and
requested paramedics for the decedent. The deputy sheriff performed
cardiopulmonary resuscitation on the decedent.

Paramedics responded and emergency medical care was continued as
the decedent was transported to a local hospital. The lifesaving efforts
were unsuccessiul and the decedent was pronounced dead at the
hospital.

The Acura was found to be a previously reported stolen vehicle and the
same vehicle the deputy sheriff had been looking for. No weapons were
recovered from the decedent or the Acura.

A Department root cause in this incident was the use of deadly force against the decedent while he was
in control of a moving vehicle.

A non-Department root cause in this incident was the decedent's failure to follow the lawful commands
of the deputy sheriff.

2. Briefly describe recommended corrective actions:

Criminal Investigation
This incident has been investigated by the Sheriffs Department's Homicide Bureau to deterrine if any
criminal misconduct occurred.

The investigation has been submitied o the Los Angeles County District Attorney’'s Office for a
determination as to whether the use of deadly force was legally justified and/or if any other criminal
misconduct occurred. At the time of this report, the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has
not advised the Department of their findings.

The Sheriffs Departmant's Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) will investigate this incident to determine if any
administrative misconduct occurred before, during, or after this incident.

Approximately one month
after the case has been approved, the case will be presented to the Los Angeles County Sheriffs
Department's, Executive Force Review Committee (EFRC) for adjudication.

in January 2016 the Depaftmant created a oomrmttee o re-evaluate the use of firearms against
occupied vehicles. The commiltee consisted of Department executives and members from the
Department's Risk Management and Training Bureaus, in addition to membars of County Counsel.

On August 4, 20186, the Shetiff's Department published an update to the existing policy regarding Use of
Firearms Against Vehicles and/or Occupants of Vehicles.

A computer logon “Spiash page” was used to have ali Department personnel acknowledge they were
aware of the new policy.

All sworn members were required to complete an oniine training course by August 25, 2016, that was
produced by the Sheriffs Depariment's, Tactics and Survival Unit (TAS).

The web training course consisted of the following:

+ Video produced by the Weapons Training Unit, showing the ineffectiveness of stopping a vehicle
by utilizing direct fire at a maving vehicle

+ Completion of acknowledgement form, stating sworn personnel have viewed and understand
the content of the video,

As of December 6, 2017, 100% of swomn personnel have compieted the online training course.
